1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

These claims are allowable because the prior art does not teach or suggest a method of 
generating a transcriptionally active DNA molecule in which a thymidine base immediately 
precedes a region of complementarity between a primer and the DNA fragment. The closest prior 
art is the combination of Higuchi in view of Fakhfakh et aL 9 as cited in the rejections of paper 
number, fails to provide this limitation. Since such a limitation appears in independent claims 7 
(renumbered claim 1 upon allowance) and independent claim 8 (renumbered claim 7 upon 
allowance) these claims are free of the prior art.
